BUSINESS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


Sam Randall's Chances for the Speakership—The 
Movements in and Around Washington. 

Wasninoton, January 15.—The only special 
orders for the week in the house are Mr. Cul- 
berson’s bill to regulate the removal of causes 
from state to federal courts (a continuing 
order), and the steamboat bill, which is set 
down for Wednesday. Neither of these 
measures, if taken up, is likely to occupy 
much time. There are no appropriation bills 
pending, but the bill will be reported early in 
the week and called up for consideration as 
goon as it can be printed. The waysand means 
committee hope to report the tariff bill 
this week, but the date of its completion is 
.uncertain, and there is not much probability 
that they will move in the matter of the to- 
baceo bill until after they are released from 
their present labor on the tariff schedules. 
On Tuesday, at the terminatian of the morn- 
ing hour, Representative Butterworth will 
submit a motion to proceed to business on 
the speaker's table, for the purpose of reach- 
ing the senate ‘‘bonded whisky bill,’’ which 
under the rules must be sent to the commit- 


tee of the whole, Friday will ahogeal be 
devoted to private relief ills. The 
unfinished business to be laid 


before the senate this morning 
after the morning hour is the bill to reduce 
internal taxation and amend tbe tariff laws, 
The continued consideration of this volum- 
fnous measure will doubtless he the main 
feature of the senate proceedings throughout 
the week. 
IN THE SENATE, 

WasuiIncton, January 15.—In the senate, 
bills were introduced by Mr, Butler making 
appropriation for continuing the work on 
the jettes, in Charleston harbor; and by Mr. 
Morgan for the relief of the Mobile marine 
dock company. At the close of the morning 
business. Mr. Jones, of Nevada, moved to 
yostpone the calendar in order to take up the 
bil for the relief of Ben Holliday. The mo- 
tion was agreed to by a vote of 35 to7, and 
the Holiday bill was taken up. The ques- 
tion being on Plumdb’s motion to substitute 
for it a bill to enlarge the wers and duties 
of the depgrtment of agriculture. Mr. Davis, 
of West Virginia, spoke in favor of the substi- 
tution. The substitution consists of engraft- 
ing the bill creating the department-ef agri- 
culture and making its head a cabinet officer, 
upon the bill for the relief of Ben Holliday, 
striking out of the latter bill, after the enact- 
‘ing clause, and inserting the agricultural bill. 
Mr. Morriil followed in opposition to the Hol- 
liday bill. Mr. Jonas presented a remonstrance 
of the New Orleans dealers in chinaware and 
crockery against any increase of duties ou 
fuch articles. Mr, Frye introduced a joint 
resolution directing'the president of the Uni- 
ted States to give notice in July next of our 
intention to terminate articles 18 to 25, and 
ariicie 30 of the treaty of Washington, rela- 
ting tothe fisheries. At the close of the 
morning. hour the tariff bill came up as un- 
finished business. The internal revenue sec- 
tion of the bill having been reserved by gen- 
eral consent, last week to be considered here 
after. The senate resumed consideration of 
the tariff schedule. Several amendments 
were adopted, the most important of which 
places the duty on cotton seed oil at 25 cents 
pen gailan. The senate at 3:05 went into ex- 
ecutive session. 

The senate remained in executive session 
until 6:35 considering the Wiel La Abra 
Mexican treaty, and finally agreed to postpone 
further consideration of it until after the 
tariff bill is disposed of.

THE POLITICAL WORLD. 


Inauguratien of Governor Kate of Tennessee—A Sug- 
gestion for the Vice-Presidency. 

NASHVILLE, January 15.—General Wm. B. 
Bate was inaugurated governor at noon to- 
day with imposing ceremonies. In his in- 
augural address he referred approvingly to 
the emphatic expression of the popular will 
at the ballot box to pay that which the 
state acknowledges: she justly owes, known 
as the ‘‘state debt proper,’’ but not the part 
known as “the contingent,” the liability for 
which was questioned by a large portion of 
intelligent voters and tax payers, who claim 
the equities as just and honorable off- 
sets. The state by a decided 
vote authorizes, in the spirit of compromise, 
the tender of terms of settlement to the cred- 
itors of one half of the principal and interest 
which, he hoped and bellowed! will be met in 
the spirit with which it was tendered, and 
a full, final and = satisfactory settlement 
effected. After the inauguration a live eagle 
was set at liberty from the capitol hill, bear- 
ing a medal on which was inscribed: ‘For 
president—Cleveland of New York; for vice 
president—Bate of Tennessee.”’ Balloting for 
United States senator begins to-morrow. Mr, 
Harris, the present incumbent, is the leading 
candidate, but if not elected on the first bal- 
lot, some doubts are entertained of his election 
at all. . 

Dover, Del’, January 15.—The legislative 
caucys this evening nominated Eli Saulsbury 
for re-election to the United States senate. 
He wil! be regularly elected for his third 
term to-morrow morning.

PANICIN THE UNION SQUARE 


A Terrible Rush fer the Doors Without Apparent 
Cause. \ 

New York, January 15.—There was a panic 
in the Union Square theatre Saturday, Dur- 
ing the second act of ‘A Parisian Romance” 
several ladies and gentlemen sitting in the 
first row of seats arose and hurriedly left the 
building. Others seeing this unexplained 
movementand not understanding it rose 
hastily on all sides and in 4 momenta stam- 
pede became general. The aisles were crowd- 
ed, and there wasa dangerous rush toward 
the chief exit on Union square. There 
was no alarm cry given, but the ab- 
sence of it seemed to add a _ fear- 
ful significance to the at this time fear- 
ful struggie to reach the door. One lady, 
who was terribly crushed, was heard to faint- 
ly moan: “My God, my God!” and fainted. 
Some persons in the boxes cryed out that all 
was right, and the audience became some- 
what assured. A lady who was in the strug- 
gliing mass begged a man who was feroci- 
ously beating his way to the door not to 
hurt her. He replied: “I saw the Brooklyn 
theater fire; don’ttalk to ne, it was gone 
in five minutes.”’ It is said that some sparks 
of fire were seen to fall on the stage, and 
this, in view of the recent Milwaukee fire, 
created a terrible dread of what would 
seem a certain death, A namber of ladies 
fainted and many lost -jewelry. After the 
panic subsided the play was continued,

IN WHICH FOUR PERSONS ARE 
- BURNED TO DEATH.

The Pianters’ Hotel of St, Louis Discovered on Firse— 
The Repetition of the Scenes at Milwaukec— 
Alarming the Guests—The Ruins eof the 
Newball—Sererching for the Doad. 


__ 


Sr. Lowrs, January 15.—It was just ten 
minutes past four o’ciock Bunday morning 
when the fireman in the engine 
room of the Planter’s house discover 
ed live coals dropping on the paved alley 
just outside the window. Going out, ‘he 
found the alley so densely filled with 
smoke that it was impossible to distinguish‘ 
the locality of the fire which caused it. The 
coals, however, evidently came from the 


— room of the hotel, which is part of a 


frame structure, extending out across the 


alley at the second floor The fireman 
ran to the end of the alley, where 
high gates. enclose it, mak- 


ing with the frame structure a long narrow 
room, in which the smoke had accumulated, 
He succeeded in getting the gates open, thus 
«creating a current, which carried‘oft some of 
the smoke, and then returned to try to extin- 
guish the fire. He found that it hada 
strong hold on the store room and in the 
kitchen. He gave an alarm, and in three 
minutes the hotel was a bedlam. Nearly 300 
people, filled with the horrible recollections 
of the Milwauxee holocaust, weré dashing 
hither and thither through the main corri- 
dors and down the several stairways into che 
office and street. The hotel employes acted 
with good sense and promptness,rapping long 
and loud on every door in the house, and five 
minutes later, making a second trip to insure 
that everybody was up, and advised of the 
danger. Very few waited to dress as the 
smoke from the building where the fire was 
located had already invaded the corridors and 
was making its way slowly into the rooms. 
Stopping only to grab a few articles of cloth- 
ing, men, women and children fled in dismay 
and would not halt even in the commodious 
main office, where there was light, comfort 
and little smoke. As the engines, the first of 
which arrived within fitty seconds of the 
sounding of the alarm, dashed up to the 
hotel, the stream of fugitives began to pour 
from its doors. There were men in naught 
but their underclothes, - women 
but a night dress, and _ possibly a 
shawl or cloak over their shoulders, and little 
children hastily bundled up in blankets and 
other wraps. Few wore shoes, and a great 
many were in their bare feet. The light of 
the Republican and Globe-Democrat offices 
and of a gambling house, all of which were 
within the distance of a block, led the haif- 
crazed people to a temporary refuge of 
the warmth, whence carriages in a few mo- 
ments removed them to other hotels. Some 
of the scenes incident to this hegira were 
quite thrilling, their effect being intensified 
by the rattle, clang and shriek of the engines 
Soon the main 
body of the hotel was cleared of guestsand the 
building was in the poSsession of the firemen, 
who within twenty minttes, as the result 
of a second alarm, had thirteen engines at 
work, 
building were of a far more ugly character. 
The hotel, which is six stories in height, 
fronts on the west side of Fourth street 
from Chestnut to Pine, while a wing runs 
back on. both Chestnut and Pine to the depth 
of half a block, Thus the main building 
forms three sides of a rectangle. Tue 
fourth side is formed by a four story build- 
ing, forty — old; midway on which, on 
the ground floor, is the boiler room above 
referred to, and the kitchen on the floor 
above it. The two upper floors were oc- 
cupied by the help of the house, some 
seventy.five in number. Alongside the 
boiler room a narrow -stairway rises and 
winds to the roof. The fire, which started 
very close to tais stairway, was carried 
up to the roof by che draft in the stairwell, 
and thus not only cut off escape by that 
weans. but also formed a barrier which pre- 
vented the men sleeping in the south half of 
the building from reaching another stairway 
at the north end. Hence these unfortunates, 
ulmost smothered by smoke, were compelled 
to climbseout on the roof of the frame struc- 
ture, which abutted over the alley, and then 
either to jump or lower themselves by means 
of a pulley rigged there for hoisting supplies. 
One poor fellow was seen to start down the 
stairway before the fire reached the third floor, 
andan hour later his crisped corpse was 
found in the kitchen, near the 
foot of the stairs. Another employe, 
although answering to a_ call, seems 
to have been too much _ stupified 
by the smoke to get up, was found dead ona 
smoking mattress. The female help all escaped 
by the stairway atthe north end save one who 
broke herankle in jumping to the roof of a 
shed. The firemen made a grand fight, and 
nozzles were carried through the walls of 
smoke right to where the flames were raging, 
und notwithstanding the inflammable nature 
of the building, they succeeded in preventing 
the fire from extending beyond a distance of 
twenty feet from the point of its origin; but 
in that space it burned clear through to the 
roof, destroying about ten rooms. The 
balance of the rear building was made unin- 
habitable by water, ut the hotel 

roper did not suffer to the extent of a dol- 
ar. The fire, however, crossed the alley to 
the furniture wareroom, where the firemen 
had another fierce but short fight. The dam- 
age to the hotel property is about $10;000, and 
to the auction firm about $20,000, ail coy- 
ered by insurance. This evening, the work- 
men engaged in clearing away the debris, 
found the charred body of a man amid the 
broken timbers at the foot of the stairway on 
the basement floor. It proved to be Henry 
Blaney, an employe, over sixty years old, 
who as a boy served as chore boy in the hotel. 
The other two dead men are Carlo Rebote, a 
scullion and Dennis Repute, a carver. The 
hoiel is a verv substantial stracture, well pro- 
vided» with fire escapes and stairways re- 
mote from each other, and even had the fire 
invaded it, the progress should have been 
slow. There were two watchmen in the main 
building. The origin of the fire is unknown. 
The Pianter’s house was for a quarter of a 
century the best known hotel in the west, 
and its fame was extended by Charles Dick- 
ens’ ‘‘American notes.”’ 

Most of the guests and boarders of the 
Planters’ hotel returned this evening, being 
satisfied it was quite safe to doso, The busi- 
ness of the house is proceeding as usual, ex- 
cepting that they will not be able to serve 
breakfast to-morrow, and perhaps not dinner. 

THE MILWAUKEE EXHUMATION. 

MILWAUKEE, Januar 15.—Eight more 
bodies\charred beyond the possibility of 
identification, were taken from the ruins of 
the Newhall house yesterday, making sixteen 
exhumed in all, besides twenty-three previ- 
eusly identified. There are supposed to be 
forty-three bodies still in the ruins, 

One hundred and fifty men are at work 
searching for bodies to-day. The weather is 
somewhat milder. The work proceeds more 
rapidly, still the total result of the forenoon’s 
search wasonly two bodies, which were so 
badly burned as to render recognition impos- 
sible Thus far twenty little heaps pro- 
nounced by an age nee to be hurnan flesh and 
bones, bave been taken from the ruins, As 
far as can be ascertained 39 persons are still 
missing.

Sioux .Crry, Iowa, January 15.—The 
dweliing of Henry Pierce, just across the line 
in Dakota, was burned yesterday, his wife ac- 
cidentally upsetting the lamp while he was 
absent at the barn. He returned in time to 
drag his wife out almost suffocated and in a 
dead faint. He rushed in after his two chil- 
dren, aged five and two years, but was driven 
out badly scorched by the flames, and the 
little ones were burned to death.

Lonpon, January 15.—Mr. Gladstone’s ill- 
ness is the chief subject of home interest. 
His illness is solely due toacold and to the 
want of sleep. The latter is serious, since 
hitherto Mr. Gladstone has commanded sleep 
at will. Like Bonaparte, Mr. Gladstone has 
always been able to sleep anywhere and at 
any time. The family are rot anxious re- 
specting him, and no doctor isin regular at- 
tendance. Avoidance of work and a change 
to a southern climate are expected to effect 
a complete restoration of his health. The

THE ENGLISH NOTE. 

Lonpon, January 15.—The British note in 
regard to Egypt proposes that in order to 
avoid any abuse of the freedom of the Suez 
canal it shall be enacted that in time of war, 
a limitation shall be placed on the time dur- 


ing which the vessels of 
ligerent powers are permitted to 
remain in the l, and that no troops 


or munition of war shall be disembarked, 
and no hostilities shall be permitted in the 
canal er its approaches, or anywhere in the 
territorial waters of Egypt, even inthe event 
of Turkey being one of the belligerents. The 
recurrence ofan emergency resembling the 
late rebellion is provided for by a clause 
excepting measures for the defense 
of Egypt from the above restrictions. Every 
power shall be bound to bear the cost of the 
immediate repair of any damages its vessels 
may cause inthe canal. Egypt shall take all 
measures in her power to enforce the condi- 


tions imposed upon ships of belligerent pow- 
ers using the canal, No _fortifti- 
cations are to be erected on 


the canal or its vicinity. Nothing in the 
agreement shall be construed as curtailing 
the territorial rights of Egypt farther than is 
expressly stipulated. .Among other supjects 
the note declares that question of thd sup- 
pression of slavery and the slave trade ‘to be 
one which the British gevernment has much 
at heart, and it will miss no opportunity of 
advising the khedive to take steps calculated 
to petane the end in view. 
THE FLOODS, 

Berus, January 15.—The landtag has 
adopted a bill to relieve the sufferers by the 
inundation. It is estimated that the losses 
by the floodsin Germany will reach eighty 
million marks. Six spectators of the floods 
have been drowned near Ophenheim. The 
total number of lives lost by the floods in the 
vicinity of Ludwig-Shafen is estimated at 
forty-one. Stringent military measures have 
effectively stopped the practice of bands 
going about in boats plundering the inun- 
dated houses. Two miscreants were captured 
near Frankenthal, while trying to cut the 
dams, with the object of creating a fresh 
opportunity for plunder, The soldiers repaired 
the mischief, thus averting great disaster.

MELVILLE’S WIFE. 


A STORY THAT DREW FORTH 
TEARS FKOM THE JUDGE, 


A Prominent Citizen’s Disgrace and Banishment— 
Suicide of a Despondent Lover— How an Italien 
Discharged a Dibt—The Crimes, Fires 
and Accidents of the Day, Etc,, Ete, 


PHILADELPHIA, January 15.—In the Mel- 
ville trial, Mrs. Melville was put on the stand. 
Her testimony was very affecting. Women 
became hysterical, men turned pale, and 
during a sympathetic recital of sorrows and 
wrongs the judge wept like a girl. A plain, 
delicate little woman dressed in black, and 
apparently so feeble from nervous emo- 
tion that she had to be helped to the stand, 
came forward, and from 5:15 until the ad- 
journment of court at 9:30 she was subjected 
to examination. After describing the early 
years of her married life, she went on to say 


‘that her husband was the first who ever 


placed a glass of liquor in her father’s 
hand, and at their home in  Phila- 


delphia she saw liquor for the first 
time placed upon a table. * After breaking up 
housekeeping and taking a room in a board: 
ing house, her husband gave instruction to a 
party of young engineers in the adjoining 
room, and when retiring, sometimes as late 
as 2 o’clock in the morning, he weuld bring 
in a glass of liquorand induce her to drink 
it. e would also leave liquor in the closet, 
telling her to getitin the morning. When 
her first babe was fourteen days old she left 
Buffalo to join her husband in Philadelphia, 
in obedience to an imperative telegram say- 
ing that he was going tosea. Hedid not go 
to sea, however, and only resorted to this ex- 
pedient to get her away from her mother, 
whom he didn’t like. ‘‘When my daughter 
Maud was 1 yearold,’’ she continued, “I went 
to Norfolk to see my husband. On the way the 
passengers grew more or less intimate with 
each other, and [ told them of my husband’s 
long absence at sea and of the birth of my 
litle child, and how happy I was at the 
thought of seeing him, and how rejoiced he 
would be to greet me. When we arrived at 
our destination all eyes were centered on me, 
anxious to catch a glimpse of the meeting of 
husband and wife. As I stepped across the 
deck of the vessel, instead of hurrying for- 
ward to meet me, he advanced slowly with a 
cigar in his mouth, and never removed it, and 
at that moment I felt more wretched than I 
have words to. describe.” After an 
apparent effort to banish recollection of 
the scene, the witness proceeded: ‘He then 
went away in the Lancaster, and when he re- 
turned“Maud was four years old. Because I 
foun@ I could not live on the $40 a month 
he allowed me, and wrote him to that effect, 
he replied in the most cruel letter that I 
had ever read and threatened me with a 
divorce; but oh, how much more cruel have 
his letters been since then.’”’ The amount 
of money which Mr. Mellville had given to 
his wife, she contended was not $500 in 
gold, but only $80. She added that among 
the letters stolen from the house during her 
recent incarceration in the asylum, were re- 
ceipts for some of the money which he al- 
leges is still unpaid. When Mr. Melville 
wasexpected home from the Jeannette ex- 
pedition, his little girl plucked grapes and 
quinces, and put them with other fruit in 
a little basket on which they placed three 
ecards, marked, ‘‘Maud, Elsa, and Meta,” 
“They gave the basket to their father,” said 
Mrs. Melville. ‘‘He gave only a grunt in 
acknowledgment.” From that time om the 
witness was so overcome that her testimon 
at times was incoherent. She detailed Mel- 
ville’s return to Sharon and the stormy 
scenes that. were enacted. Her story of her 
incarceration in the insane asylum created 
eonfusion in the court, and the judge was 
compelled to enforce order twice. 
PAWNED HIS WIFE. 

Provipence, R. I., January 15—Giacomo 
Lepritte, an Italian. came tothis country 
three years ago and went to work ona farm 
near this city. A month ago he concluded 
to revisit sunny Italy, Heconfided his in- 
tentions to a fellow-countryman. Tgis man, 
by name Ignasio Bocchini, was the creditor 
of Lepritte in the sum of $57, and asked him 
to settle before leaving. This Lepritte prom- 
ised to do. Inthe meantime Lepritte had 
discovered that Bocchini admired his (Le- 

ritte’s) wife, whois a rather prepossessing 

talian woman and suggested that in 
consideratien of a receipt of the. sum 
of $57, he would leave his wife in Bocchinis’ 
possession. After a little reflection his credi- 
tor agreed tothe bargain, and a paper was 
privately drawn up between the two men 
stating that for the sum of ‘$57 Lepritte’s 
wife became the property of Bocchini. The 
wife, however, was not consulted on the sub- 
ject, and knew nothing of the matter until 
Tuesday flast. Lepritte left here on Monday 
evening for New York, telling his wife he 
would return home in about two hours, as he 
was going to Olneyville. It has been ascer- 
tained that he sailed for Burope on the fol- 
lowing day, and then Bocchini showed the 
paper to Mrs. Lepritt?e, claiming her as his 

roperty. She, however, emphatically re- 
foasd to recognize the transaction, and told 
Bocchini that if he did not leave at once she 
would have him prosecuted. Bocchini now 
wants 1o know what redress he can have.

next night. He gave him the necessary sur- 
gical attention, but the pursuit ef the assassin 
being fierce at midnight Booth was guided 
from the house to the Potemac, when he 
rowed over ina boat tothe place where he 
met his death and where Harold was ca 
tured. Dr. Mudd was at once arrested, tried, 
convicted.and sentenced by the court to be 
confined for life at hard labor, and President 
Johnson ordered him and others to be sent to 
the Albany penitentiary. He was subse- 
quently sent to the Dry Tortugas, where 
during a yellow fever epidemic, he rende 
such valuable services that, after a few years’ 
confinement, he was pardoned by President 
Johnson.

This aggregate amount of over three hun- 
dred thousand dollars would be materially in- 
creased if there was any way of getting at the 
amount of dividends and bonded interest 
which many of our capitalists receive from 
foreign sources. It is safe to say that the sum 
total would exceed a half million. 

Despite this handsome exhibit of income, 
our people are not happy. The complaints 
of poor trade, stringent money, and general 
depression are very frequently heard. The 

uestion of most universal iuterest is as to 
the cause of this state of affairs: Various ex- 

lanations are offered. The most satisfactory 

eory to my mind is briefly this: The dis- 
tressingly short cotton crop of last year left 
the farmers sadly behind with 
their factors. The abundant grain 
crop which followed was a godsend to the ay- 
erage planter supplying him, as it did, with 
the few real necessities of life, but doing lit- 
tle toward canceling his pecuniary arearages. 
This cotton crop, therefore, is going in the 
main to the liquidation of his debts. His 
condition is vas‘ly improved through paying 
what he owes, but this being done, he finds 


himself with only a small balance, if’ any- 


thing, to spend in general purchases. Besides 
this, his barns are yet well stored with the 
harvests of last summer, which make bis 
wants fewer, even if he has money to spend. 
Hence the stagnation in trade, and the nat- 


urally attendant general depression. A co- 
gent reason for tight money lies in 
this fact: Our cotton receipts § from 


September first to January first are somewnat 
smaller than they were for the corresponding 
period of last year, while the average price of 
tne staple between the same dates is nearly 
twenty percent less. That is tosay, the 
money realized in Augusta from the sale 
of cotton to date this season is at least a mil- 
lion of dollars less than was realized from the 
Same source last season. This is relatively 
true all over the state, hence i am making 
no confession of exceptional misfortune 
against our people. 

When discussing the monetary condition 
of any time. one naturally considers, simul- 
taneously, the men most conspicuously asso- 
ciated with financial interests. With every 
thought of Augusta’s wealth, three names are 
inseparably connected—Hon. John P. King, 
and Hon,John Davison rank'as the most prom- 
inent representatives of accumulated capi- 
tal, while between them, in the unostenta- 
tious enjoyment of equal wealth, stands that 
excellent sisier of love, tenderness and 
tharity, Mrs. Emily I[ubman. These three 

- holders of great fortunes, however, have all 
turned the hill of life, and can no _ lon- 
ger be considered as actually engaged in 
the operations of the day. Their records are 
made, and they sit in restful peace through 
a consciousness of past accomplishments. 

Probably the most prominent bank presi- 
dent is Mr. Alfred Baker. He scores envi- 
able success through the exercise of the cool- 
est judgment and the strongest nerve. 

Mr. John A. North, president of the Com- 
mercial bank, is now in his present office 
though for many years he has been associated 
prominently with our banking interests. He 
is generally regarded the most familiar man 
in our community with the details of bank- 
jug, and is an admitted financier of rare 
ability. 

Colonel Charles H. Phinizy stands out in 
bold relief, the central figure of financial 
oy He has much of life ahead of him, 
and for his years, is probably the most con- 
spicuous man of our city, being now presi- 

ent of both those mammoth institutions— 
the Georgia railroad and the Augusta factory.

- | ‘A WAR STORY. 


Am Incident of Goneral Btonemants Haid Through 
Putnam County. 
Bpecial to The Constitution. . 

Eatonton, January 13.—Thinking that the 
following incideut of the late war will be in- 
teresting to your readers, and also believing 
that ail such incidents ought to be made 
known.in orderthat a true understanding 
of the real animus of all the parties to the 
war may be arrived at, I give it to you. 

You will remember that while Johnston 
was holding Sherman in check at Atlanta, 
Stoneman made a cavalry raid through 
this part of the state, going so far as Macon, 
where he and most of his command were 
captured. A number who escaped capture, 
in endeavoring to'get back to Atlanta, passed 
through this (Putnam) courty. They were 
pursued by some state troops, and many were 
made prisoners. One afternoon, when there 
were twenty or more of these in the court- 
house square in Eatonton, undeguard, and 
several citizens were conversing with them, 


‘ attention was directed to two unarmed fed- 


eral soldiers walking before a negro with a 
gunin his hand. It was soon ascertained

er and abuse was heaped upon these 
two luckless men by their fellow prisoners for 
allowing themselves to be captured by a 
negro. I need bardiy reinark that Anderson 
received many confederate dollars from the 
citizens present. 

I was then 4 boy of twelve years of age, and 
the incident made a deep impression upon 
my mind. 7 

As some may question the truth of what I 
relate I refer you te Hon. Thomas G. Law- 
gor, Eawnton, for proof of my reliability, 
ind alsofto Dr. J. T. DeJannette, of this 
county, and Mr. R. C. Jenkins, of Jones, who, 
if l remember correctly, were present at the 
time, I cannot now recall any one else who 
was present, though I know there were a 
number. Was there another such capture 
made during the war?

“A NOTORIOUS NEGRO. 


The Crimes ofa Desperado Chronicled—His Death at 
a Ovonee. 
From the Sandersville, Ga., Herald. 
Asa Lawson, the nezro, who fortwo decades 
has been a fugitive from justice, and by his | 
flagrent and daring crimes bas been held as 
an outlaw, died on Tuesday 2d inst., from 
the shot received on the day of the riot at 
Oconee. Among his firstacts that are now 
remembered, as a public offender, was perpe- 
trated at Tennille. While in the baggage car 
during the war, he adroitly managed to shove 
atrunk, probably filled with supplies for 
some soldier, out of the carat this station, 
and leaping out sought to escape. He was 
however caught in the act, the train was sig- 
naled to stop, pursuit was at once instituted, 
and the rogue was captured. Asa doubtless 
resisted his pursuers, as he was so seriously 
stabbed and cut, that fora long time his life 
was despaired of. Thenext time Asa comes 
to the front asa lawless miscreant, was dur- 
ing the ever memorable march of General 
Sherman throngh this county. Here he acted 
as a treach ‘rous informant against the whites 
cree the marauding parties in their 
scouts for pillage, robbery and vandalism. 
He is charged with leading the party to the 
house of Mr. Gideon Strange, a quiet and in- 
offensive citizen of our county, and himself 
shot Mr. Strange, aided in robbing his house 
and then applied the torch and gave it to the 
flames. Mr, Strange yet lives, lamed by the 
loss of one arm from the shot of Asa Lawson. 
Other families were visited by the ruthless 
soldiery under the lead of this graceless yil- 
lain, which, knowing bis lawless character 
were thrown intothe greatest consternation 
and in some instances robbed of stock, and 
the scanty provisions necessary for their sub- 
sistence. Tollowing the army of Sherman, 
Asa faded from sight until 1877 official infor- 
mation was received here that he was in eus- 
tody in St. Louis. Dr.. J. B. Roberts of this 
place was employed to bring him here which 
as many of our readers will remember, was 
done and Asa Lawson was lodged in jail. In 
due time he was tried for arson, convicted 
and sentenced by Judge Johnson to ten years 
imprisonment inthe penitentiary. Asa how- 
ever cut outof jail, made his escape, and 
eluded arrest until his audacity led him to 
take part in the sanguinary riot that occurred 
at Oconee in this county on Christmas day. 
He evidently wasin the conspiracy on that 
day, had armed himself with alarge navy 
pistol and was seen stalking about before the 
riot began, and when it was fairly opened he 
rushed forwrd and emptied two barrels of 
this murderous weapon at the party, which 
for tunately for the lives of those he sought 
missed their aim. He was passing under the 
name of George Galloway, and claime& to be 
from Dublin, he also said that he had been 
employed as cook on the Colville, the boat 
thatplies between Oconee and Dublin. He has 
been seen at Tennille also during the year, 
and his daring character 1s evident from his 
being at Ocopee, where he once lived a slave. 
As previously published, when an attempt 
was - made to arrest him during the riet he 
made his way off, but was wounded so serious- 
ly, a ball passing thoughhis body, thathe was 
captured, and by the anxiety of his mother for 
him, his identity was discovered. After ling- 
ering about eight days he died, and the out- 
law, who was long defrauded justice of its 
victim has by the hands of a slow but terrible 
retribution paid the penalty of his awful 
crimes.

BARBED WIRE FENCING. 


EDITORS CONSTITUTION: npgane: 4 occasion to en- 
close a large area of land in southwest Georgia for 
pasturage and being thus interested{in thejbest and 
most economical plan of fencing, I have been 
investigating the practical use of the barbed wire 
for fencing in this state. 

I received a few day since a letterfrom Mr. Wil- 
liam H. Ellison, a gentleman of culture and a prac- 
cal and successful farmer of Harris county, Geor- 
gia, who has had long experience with .the barbed 
wire esa farm fence. Frominformation obtained 
and especially from that received from Mr. Ellison, 
I have concluded to erect some milesof plantation 
barbed wire fencing. His -letter : 
tains in a condensed _ form 
so much practical information — a subject so 
important that! wish to send his letter for publica- 
tion toa journal so widely circulated among the 
influential farmers of Georgia, and onethat man- 
ifests so much interest in the agricultural wellfare 
of our state and a press that is ever ready to re- 
sist any measure to oppress that iabor upon which 
alf our indusiries depend. 

The only question not considered by Mr. Ellison 
is the cost of this wire. @he general cost 
a barbed wire fence protect crops 
from all stock is avout fifty per cent more than a 
wire fence of a similar length, but considering the 
great durability of the wire it may be considered 
by far the cheapest fence, The price of the barbed 
wire delivered in t state is 
two hundred dollars a ton.

Fort, Dearsir: My experience with the barb wire 
as a crop fence for the purpose of utilizing pasture 
land for grazing horses and cattle as an outside 
fence around pasture land alone, bas been entirely 
catisfactory. But it would be an expensive fence 
to be made perfectly secure as an Outside fence for 
a Crop. : ‘ 

To your first question I answer: 

Two wires will turn mules perfectly. 
wires will turn cattle perfectly. 

To your second question: 

A wire fence will notturn hogs without a plank 
at the botton.. , 
The posjs for a fence to turn mules and cattle 
should be sixteen feet apart, and every tenth post 
should be well braced with nags. 

The posts for a fence to turn hogs should be not 
more than ten feet apart, so as to prevent the hogs 
from springing the wire. They have very little fear 
of the barb. The posts not less than six feet long, 
and will set in the ground two feet. 
Mules have i dread of barbed wire. I

have now use jt around pasture Jand for 
four years withoufginjury to my mules. I find two 
wires will turn m4 mules better than a shaked rail 
fence or a plank fence. 

Last summer I had oats and corn in the same 
field. After barvesting my oats, I stretched one 
wire across the field between where I had corn and 
ail summer. Cattle have less dread of the barb, 
Hoping that I have answered your questions satis- 
factory, I am yours truly, Wm.

WHERE THE $50,000,000 GOES. ° 

The farmers of Georgia dug out Georgia 
soil last year the following leading products, 
with the following value: 

Cotton, 941,866 bales, worth for the lint 
$40,000,000, and for the 500,000 tons of seed 
$4 OOO 0. 

Oats, 11,643,482 bushels at 57 centsa bushel, 
worth $5,632,099. 

Wheat, 3,500,000 bushels at $1.25, 
$4,375,000" . 

Corn, 36,963,940 bushels at 66 cents, worth 
$24,396,000, 

This gives a grand total of $79,403,000, and 

. does not include the rye, rice, hay, potatoes, 
sugar-cane, pees, eggs, butter, chickens, sheep, 
cattle, hogs, fruit, vegetables, and the hun- 
dred other articles that goto make upa mis- 
celianeous crop, and that would certainly 
swell the total up to $100,000,000 for the 
products of oar farms for the year. 
Where has all ibis money gone? What has 
yme of the $80,000,000 that our farms 
e given us as the total value of four lead- 


worth 


brought from the north, and so was the pen- 
cil with which we write. Part of the eighty 
millions was sent out of the state to buy’ the 
carpet on our office floor, the curtains on its 
windows, the ink-stand in front of us, the 
knife, the paper-cutter, the chair we sit in, 
the shoes, coat, breeches, buttons, vest, col- 
lar, cravat, underclothes and hat we wear; 
the sofa in the corner, the wardrobe, wash- 
stand, the bowl and pitcher and slop ‘bowl, 
the stove, the spittoons, the match box and 
matches, the mantle-piece, the, locks on the 


doors, the files for our newspapers, 
the mucilage pot and the mucilage, 
the water bucket and dipper, the 


scissors. and even the waste basket. The only 
home-made thingin the roomis a knock- 
kneed white deal table that is a disgrace to its 
section, and the writer of the lines whoto say 
the least of itis not knock-kneed. 

Thig is where the money goes. Out of the 
state to buy about everything that we wear or 
use—all that clothes our wives and children, 
or decorates our homes. Such a drain, con- 
stant and strong, for small things as well as 
larce, will consuméwmany a million of the 
dollars that the patient and strong-armed far- 
mers have dug out of the ground. : 

What we need to supplement the splendid 
work of our’ farmers, is manufactures. We 
need factories that will supply the articles we 


are now sending money out of 
the state to buy. We are 
moving rapidly in that direction. New fac 


tories are being built and new articles made 
at home. Even now we note that the watch 
at which we have glanced to catch the time, 
and the bumble but useful broom that a rat 
has just tumbled down behind our office 
door, and the sashes that the keen west wind 
is rattling in our windows, formerly all im- 
ported, were all made right here in Atlanta. 
But until a gréat many more factories -are 
built within our borders we will be wanting 
to know where the money goes as_ the totals 
of year after year are footed up. — : 
THE TRADE SITUATION. 

The trade papers substantially agree in the 
statement that the volume of trade is 
fair for the time of the year; that the general 
outlook is encouraging, and that in nearly 
every branch of trade merchants anticipate 
a good spring trade. The eastern mills en- 
gaged in the manufacture of the coarser 
grades of cotton goods, do not like the out- 
look, but that is chiefly owing to the fact that 
this class of manufacturing is being done to 
better advantage in the south. The control is 
departing from the east in this respect, and 
it results in idle spindles and looms for the 
time being. The ,woolen mills do not com- 
plain of hard times, andthe iron mills are 
allemployed, although prices are low and 
unsettled. Were it not for the uncertainty 
consequent upon thetariffand tax agitation 
in congress, business in the 
mills would as a_= general thing 
be in a reasonabiy satisfactory condition. 

The commercial outlook, too, is promising. 
The November trade figures showed a balance 
in our. favor of about $26,000,000; the Decem- 
ber balance will be about $30,000,000, and the 
January balance promises to be as much 
more. Exports are well maintained. The 
acreage of grain in Europe on account of 
floods and rain promises to be one-third less 
than it was last year,and this will give usa mar- 
ket for our surplus. Thecotiton movement is 
large, and the probability is that a crop of 
7,000,000 bales would find consumers. Theré 
is, and for some time has been, a decreased 
consumption in this country, and this must 
soon lead to a considerable decrease in imports. 

There is nothing unpromising in our for- 
eign trade; our manufacturers have many 
things im their favor, such as the low price of 
raw materials and of the cost of living; and 
there is really nothing in the domestic situa- 
tion that indicates trouble, although 
the “record of failures is swelled each 
week - to high figures. But the 
truth is, the percentage of failures in 
1882 to the number in business was less than 
in any year since 1876, except the -years of 
1881 and 1880, which were years of rising val 
ues. The Financial Chronicle, after an anal- 


| ysis of the past year’s failures, says the num- 


ber “not only indicates no unsoundness in 
business but is really less than might have 
been anticipated, especially when we remem- 
ber the great activity in enterprise during late 
years.’’ When the crop failure and the gen- 
eral check to enterprise came, our merchants 
and manufacturers met the new conditions, 
with few exceptions, successfully, and ‘‘to- 
day,’ says the Financial Chronicle, ‘their 
position is promising. The raw materials are 
all low, prices of goods are felt to be safe; and 
before 1883 closes, the effect of abundant

NEGRO EDUCATION IN SOUTH CAROLINA 

We have already alluded to the astounding 
statement made by Mr, Frank Wilkeson, the 
special correspondent of the New York Sun, 
to the effect that the democrats of Svuth 
Carolina will under no circumstances permit 
the negroes to be educated. Naturally enough 
this statement has attracted the attention of 
such northern journals as are continually on 
the alert for matter calculated to keep alive 
the spirit of sectionalism upon which the re- 
publican party bas fed and fattened during 
the past fifteen years. 

Mr. Wilkesson say that the negro, being 


ignorart, is easily cheated or coerced 
undcr the election laws; that if he 
could read he could vote; that the 


democrats of South Carolina do not mean 
that he shall vote, and they will not permit 
him to be taught to read; therefore, any 
money given by congress to this end will be 
spent upon the education of white children 
alone, and “nota dollar of it will, ever be 
spent upon the education of the negro.’’ In 
view of this, the correspondent of the Sur 
makes an earnest appeal to northern and 
western men not to aid in appropriating 
money for the education of the illiterates of 
the south. 

The bluntness of this statement is appar- 
ently modeled after the bluntness which 
Mr. Wilkeson sometimes sees in the edito- 
rial columns of the Sun. 

He tarried in South Carolina a very sh 
while, comparatively speaking, but if he had 
tarried twice as long, he would be in no posi- 
tionto state the intentions or the desires ofthe 
democrats of South Carolina. He might be 
able to form an opinion as totheir intentions 
and desires, but his opinion weuld. be worth 
no more than that of any other individ- 
ual with no better opportunities for investi- 
gation. For instance, if he had given it as his 
opinion that the democrats of South Carolina 
propose to keep the negroes in ignorance, it 
would have attracted attention simply as an 
opinion, but he has made the ‘statement as a 
matter of fact, and it is in the shape of a dec- 
laration too extraordinary to be allowed to 
pass without a word of comment. 

No matter what the prejudices of a few 
of many southern whites may be, the 
democrats can neither ignore nor oppose the 
suggestions of common sense. So far as the 
south is concerned, there is but one course 
left for it to pursue with respect to the negro, 
and that is to educate him to the point of re- 
alizing the responsibilities of his new condi- 
tion. There are occasional protests against the 
condition of things that make this policy a 
necessity, but there is no opposition to the 
policy itself inany quarter. It is not only 
the policy, but the vital necessity of the 
south—a necessity based on _ consid- 
erations that .touch the_ safety of 
society; and these considerations are as im- 
portant in South Carolina as elsewhere in the 
south. Asa matter of fact,{the white people 
of South Carolina are to-day allowing the 
negroes the benefit of every educational ad- 
vantage that the resources of thestate justify.

STILL HUNGRY FOR HIS QUAILS. 


Mr. Walcott Urges the Walters .o be Prompt with 
His Birds. 
From the New York Sun. 

Interest in the quail fight at Gabe Case's hotel 
increased Friday, and every sleigh that stopped in 
front of the hostelry let out fur-capped, red-faced. 
heavily-overcoated men to witness Mr. Walcott 
polish off his fifth brace. The quail fighter was on 
hand at 3% o'clock, and was evidently hungry. He 
occasionally munched a cracker, and interviewed 
the head waiter, Cornelius Flowers, and his assis- 
tant, Merchant Williams, on the necessity of 
promptitude in serving. Mr. Walcott was the last 
man who was taken by strangers present for the 
undertaker of such a notoriously dificult gastro- 
nomicfeat. Heis short, slim, and anything buta 
bon vivant in appearance. : 

At 4% the quails were ready, and Mr. Walcott 
took his seat with the air of a hungry man. 

‘These quails are nice fat ones from New Jer- 
sey,’’ said Gabe Case, smilingly. 

They were on toast, and were flanked by green 
peas and some savory hashed potatoes, well 
browned. Time was called at4:31. The first quail 
was neatly dissected, and in four minutes only a 
few little bones were left. It took half a minute 
longer to eat the second quail. Then the quail 
eater tackled the toast, hashed potatoes, peasand a 
piece of cheese. 


“Oh, no, itdgn’t worry me a bit. I don’t care 
how many watch me eat. It won’t spoil my appe- 
tite,’’ Mr. Walcott said in response to a question. 

The official record of time consumed in eating 
the quails is as follows: Jauuary 7, 18 minutes; 
January 8, 11 minutes; January 9, 12 minutes; 
January 10, 9 mimues; January 11, 9% minutes, 
It is noticeable that in a previous undertaking, 
when a quail a day was eaien for thirty days, Mr. 
Walcott consumed on the average more time in 
eating one quail than he does now in eating two. 
Hé took whisky with the quail soltaire, but omits 
it with the brace. 

A little before 4 o’clock Saturday, Mr. Walcott 
uietly eaged his way in. and stood around waiting 
or bis }uuch to be made ready. In a confidentia 

way he informed a friend that he was hungry, an 
he killed time by eating raw oysters and nibbling 
crackers. 

Paid Mr. Walcott: “It isa great mistake to sup- 
pose, as meny do, that I sve myself in order to 
be able to getaway with th@8e quails, or that they 
really amount to anything asalunech. When I got 
down town yesterday, at six o'clock, I was hungry, 
and went to the Rossmore fora sirloin steak, with 
mushrooms and vegetables. And before going to 
bed {bad a‘Goiden Buck.’ This morning I had 
for breakfast broiled bam, three soft-boiled eggs, 
and buckwheat cakes. At noon! ate a Welsh rab- 
bit; Just now I had some oysters, and I shall get a 
good dinner when I go down town to-ni¢cht. You 
see, I take kindly to feeding, and my digestion is 
excellent. Every morning I get up about daylight 
and take a walk before breakfast, never eating until 
I have au appetite for my food. All my life I have 
lived agreat deal in the op. n air,”’ 

“Say,’’ broke in an old sport, witha fine magen- 
ta complexion, “‘why don’t you take whisky now, 
as you did that time before?” 

‘*Because I do not drink at all now,” replicd Mr. 
Walcot “I neverdrink anything stronger than 
eider or lemonade. My habi‘sare in ali respects 
very regular, and I am blessea with a very equable 
disposition, fortunately, so that nothing worries or 
excites me or disturbs my placidity. The boys say 
a great many thingsto me about what is going to 
happen if 1 keepon with my quail diet till I have 
eaten thirty brace of quailsia thirty days accord- 
ing toths bet. These things might disturb many 
persons, but they don’taffect me at all. I know 
that I can do it, and so long as I know thati know 
it pny can persuade me that | doa’t knowit. I 
did one quail a day, and I can do two quails just as 
easily asone. There is so little on a quail that it 
don’t really makeany difference whether you eat 
one Or two, or, indeed three or four. Ilintend to 
eat four on the last day of this match,”’ 

The appearance of quails 11 and 12 nicely broiled 
an? leid upon toast putanend tothetalk. They 
were flanked by a dish of boiled onions, another of 
baked potatoes, a pile of sliced bread and a lump of 
butter deftly frizzled by fork jabs sothat it looked 
like a golden celery top. The crowd gathered about 
the quail eateras he took his seat. Those in the 
rear tried to climb over those in front, and, when 
that was objeeted to, percl.ed on benchesiand chairs. 
Some went outside the porch, clambered up and 
flattened their noses against the glass. Mr. Walcott 
began his meal with as placid unconsciousness as , 
if he had been eating alone in 
the depths of a forest. At exactly 
4:40 he took offa leg from hiseleventh quail, and 
four minutes later the last bony remnant of its 
cleanly picked skeleton lay on the saucer beside 
him. In tive minutes only fragmentary bones of 
the twelfth quail wasvisible. Nine minutes had 
sutticed for both, and they were as thorouhly 
and cleanly knawed as if a hungry middle-aged 
woman ha‘ been atthem. Then he ate the toust. 
the onions, and the potatoes. Before doing so, 
however, he drank a half wine glassful of gagtrine. 

In additon to the $359 originally bet on each 
side there are now wagers to the amount of $ ,200 
depending upon the result of the attempt, aad it 
is very closely watched every day.

“Bozz and Bouncer,” and What They Have Seen and 
Heard—A Mysterious Disappearance—The New- 
est Things in Fashion, Fun and in Real 
Life—News of Interest—E:c., Bte.

NEw YoOrK, January 12.—The most remarkable 
disappearance since Charley Ross was stolen, was 
that of Henry Rich, a well-to-do merchant who has 
been missing since December4th. He dined with 
his friends on that day. After dinner he left for 
home and was nev r seen or heard of since. 
Whether he was murdered, abducted, suicided or 
absconded will probably never be known. His 
wife and sun-in-law have been following sup- 
posed clues ever since, but none have led up to 
anything. A citizen of Richmond, Va., came 
home one day and found a stranger sitting qui- 
etly in his library, who proved to be demented. It 
was thought this might be the missing merchant, 
but it was not. A similar clue in New Haven 
proved a false one. 

In the last week Mrs. Rich has been in receipt of 
letters that stated that her husband was confined 
in a private lunatic asylum and would be releasd 
by her paying $5,000. The man who mailed the 
letter has been arrested, but claims he was acting 
fora lawer, whose name he did not know. He 
will be thoroughly investigatea and the private 
asylums of the country searched.
